PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 

OE SUPERVISORS 

■ • 

The board of supervisors met in 
Redwood City last Monday in regular 
session, all the members were pres¬ 
ent. 

The report of County Auditor J. J. 
Shields, showing the aggregate 
amount against the several funds of 
the county for the month of October, 
was received and ordered filed. 

A request from Carl Gandolfo of 
the first township for permission to 
remove a house belonging to him from 
the Thornton ranch to the Carroll 
ranch was ordered referred to Super¬ 
visor Casey. 

Supervisor Casey addressed the 
board and stated that he desired to 
have seven additional lights installed 
on El Camino Real south of Holy 
Cross cemetery to the South San 
Francisco line, the supervisor of the 
first township agreeing to defray the 
cost of the said installation out of his 
own district, until such time as the 
section could be taken into the Colma 
lighting district. 

After District Attorney Swart had 
addressed the board in the matter and 
had given his legal opinion therein, 
the above lights were 'ordered in¬ 
stalled on motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor Thompson. 

District Attorney Swart addressed 
the board in reference to the request 
of Traffic Officer George Lowans for 
a month’s leave of absence on account 
of illness. The district attorney ex¬ 
plained that Lowans’ leave would be 
taken without pay. 

Chairman Francis addressed the 
board in reference to the heavy haul¬ 
ing that is being done over the high¬ 
ways of the county, especially the San 
Pedro road. He stated that this road 
was being badly cut up qnd unless 
some action was taken toward putting 
a stop to the traffic of heavy trucks 
there would be nothing left of the 
road in a short time. He told of 
Traffic Officer Vallejo arresting a 
driver recently for hauling a load of 
grapes on the road, the weight of 
which was twelve tons. 

Supervisor Casey, in whose district 
the San Pedro road also runs, con- 
| eurred with Chairman Francis’ re¬ 
marks and urged that immediate 
steps be taken to put a stop to the 
heavy traffic. He stated that most of 
the hauling was done by San Fran¬ 
cisco parties who had no interests in 
the San Pedro county road and con¬ 
tributed nothing toward its upkeep. 

After further discussion on the part 

of the different members of the board 

it was ordered that District Attorney 

Swart prepare a suitable ordinance 

covering the traffic on the roads, the 

understanding being that he would

Most of the $18,000,000 voted six 
years ago for state highways has 
been spent. Many gaps are to be 
completed and many important lat¬ 
erals should be constructed. This 
work is provided for in the proposed 
bond issue of $15,000,000, which will 
be amendment No. 3 on the ballot No¬ 
vember 7tli. 

It is up to California to go ahead 
and complete the work so well begun. 
Every one believing in the future of 
California should vote yes for good 
road amendment No. 3.

THE REICHARDT DUCK RANCH. 

South San Francisco is becoming 
noted for its varied industries, but 
there are few who know the magni¬ 
tude of the Reichardt duck ranch. 

This plant on our north side is the 
largest of its kind in the world. Two 
large auto trucks, each arranged with 
trays, supply San Francisco’s hotels 
and markets daily. Chinatown, too, 
consumes a vast number of ducks, for 
duck is a favorite dish with the Chi¬ 
nese, and practically all of the ducks 
sold in that part of San Francisco 
come from our local farm. Thirty- 
seven thousand ducks of all sizes dis¬ 
port themselves in the variegated 
pens. Eight weeks from the time the 
ducks are hatched they are ready for 
market. The pens are lighted at 
night to keep them feeding continu¬ 
ously, thereby growing that much 
faster. All of the food is cooked by 
steam. The place is so large that it 
is divided into departments. One man 
is kept busy grinding cabbages and 
greens from the neighboring truck 
gardens. This is mixed later with the 
cooked foodstuffs and placed in the 
“thousand and one” pens by a trolley 
system. 

In addition to ducks there are 10,- 
000 chickens at the plant.

Geologists Find Ancestor of Chewing- 
Gum Tree Under Cotton Fields. 

The geology of mountain regions is 
generally more difficult to master 
than that of plains, because the rocks 
have been more broken and tilted 
about, but the geology of certain parts 
of Mississippi is almost as difficult as 
that of a mountainous region, because 
certain widely distributed formations 
bear few definite identification marks, 
particularly remains and impressions 
of plants and animals that lived at 
the time the deposits were formed. A 
peculiar sandstone, which geologists 
have called the Catahoula sandstone, 
has been studied with care by G. C. 
Matson and E. W. Berry of the United 
State geological survey, department 
of the interior, who have been able 
to identify and follow the sandstone 
by means of the remains of plants. 
Among the plants found were pines, 
ferns, leaves of date palms, tropical 
myrtles, figs, and a tree closely re¬ 
lated to the present-day Mexican and 
Central American sapota, from which 
most of the material for chewing gum 
is obtained. These fossil plants show 
that at the time the sandstone was 
formed—perhaps five million years 
ago—the climate of this region was 
tropical, and bones of camels found 
by other geologists and the similarity 
of the sand composing the sandstone 

certain tropical desert sands have 
a similar implication. The report de¬ 
scribing these fossil remains (pro¬ 
fessional paper 98 M) is purely tech¬ 
nical. A copy may be obtained from 
the director, geological survey, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.

The services of Dr. Terman, the 
noted authority on psychology at 
Stanford University, are to be asked 
in order to determine the mental con¬ 
dition of Curt Meyer, the 22-year-old 
youth, who recently pleaded guilty to 
embezzling $111 in San Bruno. 

Meyer was to be sentenced to-day. 
When he appeared in court. District 
Attorney Swart told Judge Buck that 
he believed the prisoner was weak 
mentally, that according to the report 
of the officer who had arresetd him 
in San Bruno, the youth had been in 
the habit of associating with boys 13 
and 14 years of age. 

“He seems to have a mania for 
taking money,” said Swart, “and is no 
sooner out of one trouble than he is 
in another. I firmly believe that the 
only chance for him is to place him on 
a farm somewhere out of all tempta¬ 
tion.” 

Meyer’s mother, who has re-mar¬ 
ried and is now living in Alameda, 
was in court this afternoon, and she 
told Judge Buck that she also believed 
that there was something the matter 
with her son’s brain and that she had 
intended having him examined by a 
doctor. 

It was then that Judge Buck sug¬ 
gested the name of Dr. Terman and he 
requested District Attorney Swart, 
who was a classmate of the latter at 
Stanford, to communicate with the 
noted authority and endeavor to se¬ 
cure his assistance. 

Attorney F. A. Reynolds has been 
representing Meyer, having been ap¬ 
pointed by Judge Buck.—Redwood 
City Star, October 13th.
